1 northern, 79c; 2 northern, j6c; 3 
northern 70 1-2c, all in store, Fort 
William and Port Arthur. 

Oats.—The quantity of oats offering 
here at present 1s entirely inadequate 
and higher prices have been the rule 
with feed merchants wher Immediate 
delivery was required. ‘The trading 
has been confined to old oats, as new 
crop is not offering yet. In some 
cases as high as 36c per bushel for No. 
1 white, track Winnipeg, been 
paid, where the oats were available 
for quick delivery, and 34c was paid 
for at teast one car of feed oats. 
These prices could hardly be dupli- 
cated now, howover, and should not 
be taken as the regular value. Mil- 
lers refuse to pay such figures. The 
probabilities are that oats will ryle 
arouad 33 to 34c per bushel for best 
season.

On Monday, September 21st, during 
the discussion on the Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacific proposals, Mr. Oliver spoke as 
fellows: 

“The western wheat crop is Can- 
ada’s greatest and most assurcd 
source of wealth, strength and pres- 
tige. 

“The increase of wealth from the 
increase of crop will be slow or fast 
as the profits of the producer are 
large or small, 

“Whatever improves transport 
facilities or lessens the cost of get- 
ting the crop to the consumer, adds 
to the profits of the farmer and the 
wealth of the country, directly and 
indirectly. 

.“The cost and facilities of transport 
of the export surplus, under certain 
circumstances, is the most important 
influence in fixing the value of the 
crop and the farmer's profit. 

“Water transportation is cheaper 
than rail. If the Canadian wheat 
fields were on the shores of the great 
lakos, and if the lakes were open all 
the year round, there would be no 
need of a railway to carry the ex- 
port surplus to ocean ports. 

“But the eastern edge of the wheat 
fields is 400 miles west of the lakes, 
and the Jakes are cfosed for five 
months in the year. 

“During the whole year the wheat 
must reach the lakes by a rail haul 
of from 400 tu 1,400 miles, and dur- 
ing nearly haif of the year it must 
go forward to the ocean all rail, or 
await the following season of navi- 
gation, 

“The season of lake navigation is 
the season during which the crop is 
sown and grewn, and not more than 
two, or at the outside three months 
of. navigation remain after harvest. 

“If crop which does not cross the 
lakes in the fail is heid by the farm- 
er awaiting lake transport next 
spring, the money value does not go 
into circulation, and the farmer him- 
self and the business of the country 
suffer a loss which cannct be counted 
in cents per busbel, 

“Ii it passes from the farmer to the 
dealer, it must pay the costs of stor- 
age for the winter and incidental ex- 
penses. 

“The dealer must protect himself 
against the pessibility, of a lower mar- 
ket the following summer by a mar- 
gin over the mere cost of storage, 
which may be.called a commercial! in- 
surance. 

“These conditions tend to throw 
the grain trade into the hands of a 
few strong companies, which means 
monopoly in buying, and, therefore, 
ao illegitimate jowering of prices to 
the producer. q

“Although a necessary charge, the 
margin taken by the deaier as a com- 


mercial. insurance is uot. a fixed } 


amount, end can only be approximate- 
ly arrived at. . 

“Last season the dealers” aropped 
from summer ..to winter prices. on 
October 18th. 

“From that date uatil a short iime 
before the close of navigation, on De- 
cember 6th, two prices were carrent 
at all purchasing points, one the ele- 
vator price, and the other the car 
price. 

“The elevator price was the {inal 
market vaiue, with the lake and rail 
transport, costs of winter storage, 
commercial insurance, etc., deducted. 

‘The cur price was the same mar- 
ket value, with cniy the cost of sum- 
mer transport deducted. 

“At 184 purchasing points in th 
west, under observation of the grain 
commissioner, the spread between 
the two prices was from 7 to 9 1-2 
cents per bushel. 

“That is, over and above the stor- 
age charges of 5 cents, the buyers 
took from 2 cents to 4 1-2 cents a 
bushel fer commercial insurance and 
incidentals. 

“It is evident that the higher the 
fall price, the greater the chance of a 
drop beiore spring , and, therefore, 
the greater the margin for commer- 
cial insurance the buyer must take to 
protect himself, and so the greater 
the loss to the farmer. 

“On a crop of £0,000,000 bushels, only 
half of which can go forward by 
water direct, the loss to the farmer 
on the remaining half because of its 
being held in storage until spring, in- 
stead of going forward all rail, at an 
averaze allowance of 3 eents per 
bushei for commercial insurance and 
incidentals, is three-quarters of a 
million dollars. 

“Oo a crop of 50,090,000 bushels, of 
which only a fourth goes forward by 
water direct, the loss will be over a 
million dollars. 

“And estimating a spread of 4 1-2 
cents per bushel, the loss would be 
nearly a million and three-quarters. 

“There is no means of arriving at 
the loss, from not getting the wheat 
forward to mect rises in the market, 
but it may very well be greater than 
the charge for commercial insurance 
and all incidentals. 

“The Canadian Pacific Railway have 
not encouraged the all rail haul, be- 
cause the road was not built to ac- 
commodate that trade; because they 
have not the equipment which it 
would require; but chiefiy becase it 
was easier and better for them, until 
forced by circumstances, to take a 
high rate per mile for the short haul 
to Fort William, than a low rate per 
mile for the long haul to St. John. 

“The Canadian Pacific railway tine 
from Brandon to St. John is 2,035 
miles long. It pays interest at four 
per cent on a capitalization of $64,- 
700 a mile, or five and a quarter mil- 


eo 


lions a year. 

“The proposed Grand ‘Lrunk Pacific, 
from a like prairie point will be 1,930 
miles to St. John. It can only, be 
capitalized for its cost, upon which it 


pays throe ‘per cent interest. At 
$30,008 a mile, it will have to pay 
$1,440,000 a year, or less than a third 
of the fixed charges of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 

“The road will be built according 


to modern railway requirements and 
operated by modern methods. 

“Therefore, it the Canadian Pacific 
Raiiway can haul grain at all at the 
rate of last winter, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific can hau! it profitably at the 
same and possibly at a less rate. 

“The yearly congestion of the west- 
ern grain trade is partly natural and 
partly artificiai. The winter con- 
gestion is natural; the fall congestion 
is artificial.

It can; be 
remedied by an adequaie increase of 
transportation facilities west of the 


lakes. 

“The natura! congestion must oc- 
cur, and must last for at ieast five, 
and practically for six months. Its 
only remedy is transport by an all 
rail route to a winter port, on 
terms which will permit a rate based 


on the cost of construction and cost 
of haul. 


“This is provided for by public own- 
ership, the lowest rate of interest..on 
actual cost, and government controi 
of rates."

The regular mectitg of the Edmon- 
ton city council was held in the coun- 
cil chamber yesterday evening. Those 
present were Mayor Short and Coun- 
eciliors Ross, Fraser, Heiminck, Grier- 
gon and Gallagher. The minutes of 
last meeting were read and adopted. 

Communications. 

Messrs. Dobson, Jackson and Fry 
wrote the council on the relative 
completion of their contract with ihe 
city. Other extensions were asked 
for by ratepayers, and Dobson, Jack- 
son and Fry offered to make the fur- 
ther extensions that were possible for 
this year at the same schedule rates 
except in the case of laying the water 
pipe, for which they would require an 
an additional ten cents per lineal foet. 
WwW. T. Ashbriige, in a communication 
to the council, practically reiterated 
Mr. Fry’s statements and recommend- 
ed their acceptance. Mr. Fry, who 
was present, addressed the council on 
the matter. It was unanimously de- 
cided to allow Dobson, Jackson and 
Fry to proceed with further work on 
Edmonton streets this fall at the 
rates the firm asked for, 

W. T. Ashbridge, resident engineer 
for the waterworks system, reported 
that the water tower now under con- 
struction would have to be housed, 
and recommended that the same be 
done by day tabvor. These*recommend- 
ations were adopted, the work to pro- 
ceed at once. 

F .A. Osborne requested that the 
waterworks and sewerage system bo 
extended one hundred feet along Col- 
lege avenue, west of First street, in 

order that his house, now being 
erected, might be served. This was 
referred to the Engineer. 


Secretary treasurer H. W. Heath- 
cote, of the Edmonton fire brigade, 
referred to the recent four fires in 
Edmonton in presenting the fire bri- 
gade’s bill in connection with tho 
same. ? 

T. G. Lauder, chief of the Edmon- 
ton fire brigade asked (1) that the 
hose tower be raised ten feet; (2) 
that alterations be made in the fire 
hall stable as it was too cold for the 
winter; (3) that permanent arrange- 
ments be made to have the pressure 
guage of the waterworks system in 
the fire hall; and (4) that a water 
closet and bath reom be constructed 
in the fire hall for use by the firemen. 
These recommendations were all adop- 
ted, the work to proceed under the 
direction of the fire, water and light 
eommittee. 

A. W. Ormsby, city electrician, 
enumerated the different extensions 
being built to the electric light sys- 
tem, and also announced that the 
gong for the power house had arrived. 
Mr. Ormsby was given power to ex- 
tend the system wherever a sufficient 
revenue would warrant it. 


F. Fry, of Dobson, Jackson and Fry, 
requested permission from the coun- 
cil to proceed with the laying of a 
water and sewer service connection 
for his house, recently purchased from 
the town, lie to be paid at the same 
rate as Contractor Whiteman. His 
request was granted. 

Mr. E. Grierson, market clerk, 
asked for a raise of salary to $75 a 
month, instead of $50, as he had been 
receiving. In view of the very ef- 
ficient service Mr. Grierson has ren- 
dered, it was unanimously decided to 
grant the request. 

In this connection the vexed ques- 
tion of a pound came up tor discus- 
sion. Calhoun ana Ferguson offer to 
receive all animmiasts for impounding at 
their stable, to be recompensed at the 
rate of 75 cents per heac per day. The 
pound bylaw only allows 25c ai day, 
with a payment of {ifty cents for each 
animal impounded. City Solicitor N. 
D. Beck had given his opinion that if 
such un arrangement were made the 
city could not collect the fifty cents 
fee. The majority of the council were 
of the opinion that it would ba ad- 
visible to turn over this fifty cents to 
the pound keeper, believing that if 
such rates were charged, the owners 
pi cattle allowed to run on the street 
would soon see that their cattle were 
no jonger aliowed to run at large in 
the city. The question was referred 
to the chairman of the market com- 
mittee to be dealt with. It was pro- 
posed to amend the market bylaw to 
collect a fee from every person using 
the market square. 

A. Gurney, of New Lunnon, 
that a public water trough be erect 
ed on the market square. The secre- 
tary treasurer was requested to in- 
form Mr. Gurney that this would be 
done the present fall, or early in the 

ing spring. 
“Ges ee ae Police requested that 
the council order four peajackets for 
the use of the police. This matter 
was referred to the police committee. 

In the matter of taking 2 consus of 
the town, H. B. Round oftered his ser- 
vices as enumerator. After consider- 
able discussion, it was definitely de- 
cided to have a census taken, the 
work to be done by the city police, 
under the direction of the mayor. 

Several claims for damages against 
the town were presented. Tayler, 
Boyle and Gariepy wrote on behalf of 
Dr. Tierney, St. Albert, demending

announced.
